Washington, Aug. 28.—The war de­ 
partment has 
received 
a cablegram 
from General Chaffee at Manila, re­ 
porting the occurrence of a series of 
earthquakes on the Island of Minda­ 
nao. 
Twenty persons were killed by 
falling w'alls, the victims all being 
Mores. 
The Americans In the vicin­ 
ity escaped and the dispatches state 
there were no soldiers affected. The 
upheave! occurred In the country ad­ 
jacent to the lake of Lahao in the 
Moro section of the Island near Camp 
Vickers, which Is now the headquar­ 
ters of the American forces stationed 
in Mindanao. 
General Chaffee’s cablegram says 
the mountains and rivers and other 
streams were considerably disturbed 
and 
much damage 
was done. 
The 
extent of the damage, however, was 
not reported. 
It is presumed ‘,**ve that the sels 
mlc shocks occurred about five days 
ago, though the date Is not mention­ 
ed In the dispatch. 
This is the first 
serious 
earthquake 
reported 
from 
that country during American occu­ 
pation of the Philippines. 
The most 
important previous seismic 
disturb­ 
ance in Mindanao was the one that 
partly destroyed Palak, Keotah-Bahi 
and the village on the banks of the 
river Mindanao in 1872. 
This phe­ 
nomenon closely 
followed the 
erup­ 
tion of the volcano of Makaturln.
